HISTORICAL SKETCH. 


The public library of Brookline was one of the 
first in Massachusetts instituted under the general 
statute of 1851, authorizing towns and cities to 
raise and appropriate money for founding and main- 
taining public libraries. It was established by vote 
of the town, March 30, 1857, and opened to the 
public on Wednesday, December 2, 1857, at 2 ». M., 
with goo volumes on the shelves. The first home 
of the public library was “the hall on the first floor 
of the town hall,” now the police station, which 
was afterwards moved to the west side of Prospect 
Street, to make room for the present town hall. 
Brookline was at that time the richest town of its 
size in the state, and the first appropriations were as 
large as the law allowed: $934 forits foundation — 
being $1.00 for each of the ratable polls of the pre- 
ceding year—and $233 for current expenses. The 
sum of $300 was appropriated for fitting up the 
hall. Mr. J. Emory Hoar was chosen librarian, 
November 11, 1857, and held the office until other 
duties compelled him to relinquish the cares of the 
library, September 19, 1871. Miss Mary A. Bean 
was at the same meeting elected to the position 
which she held until her death in 1893. The first 
assistant, Miss Amelia A. Woods, died February 5, 
1896, having been connected with the library for 
twenty-seven years. 

The present hall, reference room, and fiction 
alcoves comprise the building which was erected in 
1869, and opened for the delivery of books on 
October 18th. In 1888 the north wing was added, 
to relieve the cramped condition of the book- 
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shelves, and in pSo2 Gardner Hall, the new reading 
room, Was opened to the public. 

Vwo benetactions of importance should be noted: 
a uift of Sro,ooo in issi from John L. Gardner, 
Esq., and a bequest of Ssoo00 from Martin L. Hall 
in his will of the same vear, 

In answer to the tirst request of the trustees for 
donations, the Hhrarian reported February 1, 1558,— 
two months after the library was opened,— gifts 
from the following people: Wilham [.

LIBRARY HOURS. 


The library is open from g a. M. to go P.M. 
daily (except Sundays and Washington's Hirthday, 
Patriots’ Day, Memorial Day, Seventeenth of Tune, 
Fourth of July, Labor Day, Phanksgiving Day and 
Christmas). 

During July, August, and the first week in Sep- 
tember, the library will be closed ato p. at. on Sat- 


urday, and at 6b. M.on other days of the week. 


WHO MAY TAKE BOOKS. 


Anyone over twelve years of age who is a resi- 
dent of Brookline or intends to remain in the town 
for at least three months may take out books, 
To take books from the library apply at the delivery 
desk fora borrower's card, ‘ 

Anyone may consult books within the library by 
applying at the desk for a “hall slip,” on which 
namie, address, and book number should be written. 


TWO BOOKS. 

Borrowers may take two books at the same time, 
provided that not more than one of these shall be 
a work of fiction, and that two new books shall not 
be taken. “ New books,” so called, are inclicated 
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by a red star on the back. All books except fiction 
on the shelves at the left of the delivery desk bear 
red stars. 

BOOKS OVERDUE. 

Each book or magazine taken from the library 
bears the date on which it is issued, and also a 
label stating the number of days that it may be 
kept out. A fine of two cents a day (Sunday in- 
cluded) is charged on every book overdue. The 
first notification is sent seven days after the book 
has become due, but failure to receive a notice can- 
not be considered a reason for remitting the fine or 
any part of it. The second notice is sent a week 
later by special messenger, who is authorized to 
demand 20 cents in addition to the two cents per 


day. 


PRIVILEGES. 


REFERENCE BOOKS. 

The trustees allow reference books to be taken 
out over night, Sundays, and holidays. This is a 
rather unusual privilege in public libraries, but 
almost any reference book, if lost, can be replaced 
by another copy, or by another book as good or 
better. A book goes out of the market only be- 
cause a better one has come to occupy the field. 
The library has taken a step forward in saying to 
the busy man: “There is no book in the library 
which your hours of labor will prevent you from 
reading.” 

MORE THAN TWO BOOKS. 

By means of the “ Special privilege slip ” a per- 
son may, upon giving sufficient reasons, be allowed 
more than the usual number of books, upon a 
particular subject, for a stated time, provided that 
these be returned to the library whenever they are 
wanted by others. 


THE READING ROOM 
Is open to everyone over fourteen years of age. 
The current numbers of about one hundred maga- 
zines and newspapers will be found upon the tables. 
The more valuable art books, the genealogical 
reference works, the bound sets of the leading illus- 
trated magazines and weekly papers, and various \ 
objects of local interest will be found here. / 


THE BROOKLINE LIBRARY BULLETIN 
Is issued by the library, October 15, December i 
February 15, April 1s and June 15 of each year, 
It contains Various announcements, besides a list of 
new books and special lists trom time to time. A 
copy is left at cach house in the town by the police \ 
department, 


THE CARD CATALOGUE 
Is arranged by author, title and subject ¢ one 
alphabet. As the library has many out of-the-way 
books, gathered together by purchase or gift dur- 
ing the last forty years, itis never safe to say that a 
book is not in the library until you have fale in 
the catalogue. 
INFORMATION.

‘The Shippers’ guide 
is on the same shelf. The Boston and Albany 
local time-table is always posted on the bulletin 


board. A. railroad map of Massachusetts will be 


found over the catalogue.

Guide books for Boston, the new public library, 
and street car routes through the surrounding towns 
are near the balletin board,

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Directories. Brookline and Boston directories 
will be found on the window-shelf near the clock. 

Dictionaries and encyclopedias relating to 
antiquities, the arts, biography, bibliography, law, 
medicine, politics, theology, etc., will be found in 
the reference room at the right of the library 
entrance. 

College catalogues and catalogues of schools 
are grouped in the reference room. 

Art books have been placed in the reading 
room in a case, where they can be seen. The key 
is kept at the librarian’s desk, and may be had 
upon application. 

Music books will be found in the “Music 
Library.” There is a printed catalogue, /ree. 

Genealogical books and early Massachusetts 
records are grouped in the reading room, near the 
fireplace. 

Ask the librarian if you do not find what you 
want. He may be able to help you. 


EVENTS OF THE DAY. 

Upon the bulletin board will be found notices of 
current interest. Lists of books on important sub- 
jects, references to magazine articles, and announce- 
ments of local events which come within the library’s 
field of work, all find their place here. 

THE PICTURE BOARD 
Gives portraits of popular authors, with occasional 
views of homes and biographical notes. 
SUGGESTIONS. 

The trustees welcome suggestions made in writ- 
ing, both as to desirable books and as to library 
management. A suggestion must, however, bear 
the name of the writer to receive attention. A box 
will be found at the right of the delivery desk, in 
which suggestions may be left. 


CHILDREN’S SHELF. 

In April, tSo4, fifty dollars were appropriated for 
books, not fiction, for boys and girls. ‘These were 
placed ona shelf near the delivery desk, with the 
notice: “Books for Boys and Girls. You may 
take two of these books on one card, or one of 
these and one story.” New books are added as 
they appear. Parents will find this shelf useful in 
selecting books to read to their children, 


THE CHILDREN'S READING ROOM. 

The reading room for boys and girls under four 
teen years of age. on the north side of the building, 
is open from 2 to 6 every afternoon. Books with 
attractive stories, poems and pictures are placed 
about the room within reach of the voungest: child. 
Conversation is allowed, and on stormy days. the 
room serves a most useful purpose in furnishing a 
warm, bright place where children may gather. 


THE LIBRARY AND THE SCHOOLS. 

Special regulations applying to scholars, teach- 
ers and children in the schools: 

Teachers may take as many as ten books at one 
time from the library on the special © Teacher's 
Card.” Rooms with large tables will be provided 
for teachers who wish to bring their classes to the 
library to examine books, pictures or maps

BOOKS FOR CLASSES. 

February 21, 1894. Voted, That the Committee 
on the Library be authorized to withdraw books 
temporarily from general circulation. 

From the records of the Library Committee 
(March 5, 1894): 

Power having been given by the Board, it was 
Voted to give the librarian discretion to withdraw 
books from general circulation and place them in 
the reference room for not longer than one month, 
the number of books not to exceed twenty-five. 

OUT-OF-TOWN STUDENTS. 

December 18, 1894. Voted, That the Committee 
on the Library be authorized to issue a limited 
card to children paying for tuition in the public 
schools. 

The conditions under which teachers and others 
may avail themselves of any of the above privileges 
will be explained upon application to the librarian. 


FINES. 

A fine of two cents a day will be charged each 
teacher who keeps her books over 14 days without 
having them renewed, or over 14 days after re 
newal. 


SPECIAL LISTS. 


Fiction. The fiction list contains titles of all 
the novels in the library on January 1, 1895, 
arranged alphabetically by authors and titles, with 
historical and juvenile works indicated. Recent 
lists will be found in the library bulletins. These 
will be combined into supplements to the main list. 
Price, 10 cents. 

Music. A catalogue of the music library was 
printed in the October, 1895, library bulletin, and 
issued separately as a pamphlet.  /vee.

Summer vacation. A list of recent books for 
the summer vacation, with annotations, was printed 
in the balletin for June, Similar lists will 
follow. 

Town histories (Massachusetts). A list of 
histories of Massachusetts towns wis given in the 


bulletin for December, i805. Those with indexes 


of persons and family history were noted. 


SPECIAL SUBJECTS. 
If anyone interested in a special subject will leave 
a memorandum at the desk, the librarian will send 
notices of articles on that subject in current maga- 
zines. 


LOCAL HISTORY. 


The library should be a depository for the 
materials of local history. Two cabinets in the 
reading room have been filled with portraits, views, 
autographs and books relating to early Brookline. 
A picture of the first locomotive which did service 
within the boundaries of the town, and the auto- 
graph of Isaac Gardner, the first Harvard graduate 
killed in the revolution, may be mentioned. On 
February 24, 1894, the trustees established a 
“Brookline Room,” into which everything relating 
to the town will eventually be brought together. 
The trustees welcome contributions to this collec- 
tion. 

The Clark collection of early manuscripts may 
be examined upon application to the librarian. A 
partial catalogue appeared in the April, 1895, 
bulletin. See also Numbers 2 and 4 of the 
BROOKLINE HISTORICAL PUBLICATION SOCIETY 
pamphlets.

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REGULATIONS OF THE PUBLIC 
LIBRARY OF BROOKLINE. 


ARTICLE I— THE Boarp or TRUSTEEs. 


NUMBER OF TRUSTEES. 


Secrion 1. There shall be a board of twelve 
trustees, four of whom shall be elected by ballot 
annually, at the annual town meeting, to hold office 
for three years thereafter, or until their successors 
shall be chosen. 

OFFICERS. 

SECTION 2. The officers of the board of trustees 
shall consist of a chairman, a secretary and a 
treasurer. 

REGULAR MEETINGS. 


SEcTION 3. The trustees shall hold regular 
meetings on the third Tuesday of every month ex- 
cept August. 

SPECIAL MEETINGS. 

Section 4. The chairman shall call a special 
meeting of the board at the written request of any 
two members, provided the request shall state the 
object of the meeting, and he may at any time call 
a special meeting at his own discretion. All meet- 
ings shall be seasonably notified by the secretary, 
in writing. 

COMMITTEES. 

Secrion 5. The standing committees of the 
board shall consist of a library committee of four 
members, of whom the chairman of the board shall 
be one; and of a committee on accounts, of three 
members. These committees shall at all times be 
under the control and direction of the board. It 
shall be the duty of the committee on the library to 
recommend to the board from time to time such 
books as it may be desirable to purchase or ex- 
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change; to mike such purchases and exchanges of 


hooks as the board may authorize; to direct’ in ' 
regard to the binding and covering of books and | 
their preparation for circulation: to determine, \ 


subject to the sanction of the board, what books 

shall be used oaly for reference, and to impose such 

other restrictions on the ase of the books as in their ) 
judgment may be expedient, subject to the sanction 
aforesaid; to see that the regulations relative to 
the library are complied with; to see that proper 
books and forms are prepared for the use of the 
librarian ; to superintend the printing of such cata- 
logues and books for the library as the board may 
direct, and to have the general charge and direction 
of the library and library bailding. It shall be the 
duty of the committee on accounts to examine all 
bills against the library, and if correct to approve 
the same. 


ANNVAL MEERVING. 


Seerion 6. At the first regular meeting in April, 


the officers and the standing committees of the 
board shall be chosen by ballot, and they shall, 
respectively, continge to hold office until their sue- 
cessors are appointed. [Tf any vacancy shall occur 
during the year, it may be filled at any regular 
mecting. 
GQUOKUM. 

Srerion 7. A majority of the board shall con- 
stitute a quorum for the transaction of business; 
and any number may adjourn a meeting when a 


quorum 1s not present. 


GIFTS. 


Srerion S.No book, pamphlet, work of art, or 


other property whatsoever, offered by any person 


shall be accepted and placed therein 


to the library 
except by express vote of the board; a notice of 
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Brooxuine Pupuc Lisrary— Garpnre HAL (opened to the public March 21, 1892).

DUPLICATES. 


SEcTION 9. All duplicate books, pamphlets and 
articles belonging to the library may be exchanged 
at any time, at the discretion of the trustees. 


ARTICLE II.—Tue Lriprary. 


BORROWERS DEFINED. 

SEcTION 1. Any inhabitant of the town of 
Brookline over twelve years of age who shall sign 
an obligation to observe the regulations of the 
library, shall have the right to take books therefrom 
so long as he or she shall comply with the regula- 
tions. 

TEMPORARY RESIDENTS. 

SECTION 2. Persons residing temporarily in 
Brookline may use the library on the same condi- 
tions as residents, provided they furnish satisfactory 
references or deposit with the librarian the value of 
the book desired. 


BORROWER'S CARD. 


SECTION 3. Every person entitled to take books 
from the library will receive a card bearing his 
name and address. ‘This card must always be pre- 
sented on taking out a book for home use, and also 
on returning or renewing a book. Each card-holder 
will be held responsible for any book drawn by 
means of his card, and he must not loan a library 
book outside his own household. 


APPLICATION FOR BOOKS. 


SEcTION 4. Application for books must be 
made on the printed slips furnished by the library. 
The applicant’s name and address must be copied 
legibly from his card to these slips, together with 
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such catalogue numbers as may be desired, and 
both card and slip must be handed to the librarian. 
Persons desiring to send a messenger for books will 


be provided with slips for home use. 


NUMBER OF BOOKS, 


SECTION 5. Borrowers may take two books at 
the same time, provided that not more than one of 
these shall be a work of fiction, and that two new 
books shall not be taken. No book shall be kept 
out more than fourteen days, except’ by permission 
of the trustees, and the trustees may limit the time 
during which any book may be kept to seven days. 
“Seven-day books” cannot be renewed, and “ four- 


teen-day books” can be renewed but once. 
FINES. 


SECTION 6. Every person neglecting to return a 
book within the specified time shall pay a fine of 
two cents a day. Any book retained two weeks 
beyond the time prescribed by these regulations 
shall be sent for by the librarian, and the expense 
thus incurred shall be added to the fine. No per- 
son owing a fine shall receive books from the library 
until the same is paid. 


INJURY AND LOSS OF BOOKS. 


SECTION 7: All injuries to books, beyond a 
reasonable wear, and all losses, shall be made good 
by the person liable, to the satisfaction of the com- 
mittee on the library; and any book not returned 
within one week atter demand made by the libra- 
rian, shall be regarded as lost. [f any book is lost, 
the person by whom it was taken out shall pay such 
sum as the committee on the library shall deter- 
mine, or replace the book ; or, if it be one of a set, 


he shall pay the price of the set and take the re- 
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maining volumes, if the committee on the library 
shall so determine. 


RETURN OF BOOKS BEFORE AN EXAMINATION. 


SEcTION 8. All books may be required to be 
returned to the library fourteen days before any 
examination, under penalty of a fine of one dollar; 
but reasonable notice of the time should be given 
by the librarian. 


REFERENCE BOOKS. 


SECTION 9. Books of reference, and those 
deemed by the board unsuitable for general circu- 
lation, shall not be taken out of the library except 
by an order signed by at least two trustees. 


USE OF BOOKS IN THE LIBRARY. 


SECTION «10. Persons may always receive books 
for reading, consultation, or study, in either reading 
room or waiting room, by making written application 
on special slips furnished at the delivery desk. All 
such books must be returned to the desk before 
the borrower leaves the library. Books, magazines 
and papers belonging to the reading room may be 
used in the building, but cannot be taken out. 


CONDUCT OF VISITORS. 

SECTION 11. All persons visiting the library 
building will be required to conduct themselves 
quietly, and to avoid all unnecessary conversation. 
Any person abusing the privilege of the library by 
improper or offensive conduct may be denied ad- 
mission to the building for such period as the trus- 
tees may determine. 


WHEN OPEN. 


SEcTION 12. The library building shall be open 
every day in the year except Sundays and legal 
holidays, and such other days as the board shall 
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determine ; and during such hours as the trustees 
shall from time to time fix by vote. 


ARTICLE ill.—Tue Liprartan, 


The librarian, under the direction of the committee 
on the library, shall have the charge and superin- 
tendence of the library and library building, and 
shall be responsible for the care and keeping of the 
books and other public property therein. He shall 
note in a record to be kept for the purpose, the 
time when each book was received, its cost (if. pur- 
chased), the name of its giver (if a gift), and any 
other facts relating to it which the trustees may 
direct, which record shall be called the * Catalogue 
of Accessions.” He shall prepare such catalogues, 
books and forms as the trustees may direct. He 
shall report to the trustees all gifts offered to the 
library, and shall send an acknowledgment of the 
same to the givers, if accepted by the board. He 
shall keep a record of all such books as are asked 
for and are not in the library, with the names of 
the persons asking for them, and submit the same 
to the committee on the library. He shall cause a 
book-plate to be attached to each volume belonging 
to the library, noting on it the date of the receipt of 
the book; if a gift, the name of the giver, and the 
number it bears on the catalogue of accessions. 
He shall permit no book to be used until it shall 
have been properly prepared for entry in the cata- 
logues. He shall, when required to do so by the 
trustees, call in all books that are out and make an 
examination of all the books and other property of 
the library. He shall, on the first day of February 
in each year, present to the trustees a detailed re- 
port of its condition and of its circulation, together 
with such other facts, and such suggestions, as he 


may deem of importance. He shall also perform 
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such other duties as may be required of him by the 
trustees. 


ARTICLE IV. 


FURTHER REGULATIONS. 


The trustees, from time to time, may make any 
new or special permanent or temporary regulation 
for the management and preservation of the library, 
and for penalties for injury thereto, or the books 
therein, or for violation of the regulations, which 
they may deem expedient, provided that such regu- 
lations do not conflict with those adopted by the 
town. 
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
